This Couſen to death, ſurtheter to 
ficknes,and bꝛother to old age all not ſhew his hoary bald⸗ 
pate in this climat of ours accoꝛding to our vſual computatt- 
on, vpon the 12. day of December, at the firſt entring ofthe 
Sunne inte the firft minute ofthe ligne Capricorn. when the 
ſaide Dunne ſhall be at the greateſt Douth declination from 
the Equinotiall line, and ſo foozth,withmuch moꝛe ſuch ſtuffs 
then any meere Engliſhman can vnderſtand:no my countcie- 
men neuer beat the buch ſo long tofindeout Winter, where 
he lies like a begger ſhiuering with colde, but take theſe from 
me as certaine,and moſt infallible rules: know when winter 
plomes are ripe and ready to be gathered, 

When Charity blowes her nailes. t is ready to ſtarue, pet 
not ſo much as a Watchman will lend her a flap ot his frœze 
Gowne to keene her warme: when tradeſmen ſhut vp ſhops, 
by reaſon their frozen hearted creditozs goe about to nip them 
with beggerie: when the pzice of Sea⸗cole riſeth,and the pꝛice 
of mens laboures falleth when euerte Chimnye caſtes out 
ſmoak, but ſcarce any dozeopens to caſt{omuch as a maribone 
to a Dog to gnam: when beaſts vie ſoꝛ want ol fodder in the 
fleld, and men are read to famiſh foz want of foods in the ci⸗ 
tie, when the firſt woꝛd that a wench ſpeakes at your coming 
into her Chamber in a moꝛ ning is, Prethee ſend for ſome fa- 


gots, and the beſt comfozt a Lawyer heates you withal is to 
.lay,what will vou gine me: when olde men and their wines 
deuide the holy bed of marriage: when gluttons blow their 


Pottage to coole them: and Pꝛentiſces blowe their nailes to 
beat them: and laſfly when the thames is conered ouer with 
pte, and mens hearts caked quer and cruſted with crueltie: 
Then maiſt thou oꝛ any man be bolde to ſweare tis winter. 

Now becaule J finde in the Epbemerides of heauen, certain 
balucky Crittcall,and dangerous dates ſet down,whoſe foze- 
heads are fullofplagues,and vnder whoſe winges are hid 8-

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be amiſſe if firſt J open the boſome of Minter, and ſhew unte 
you what diſeaſes hang Vpon him. 

I finde therefoze that 12. great and grieuous plagues,ſhal 
eſpetially fall vpon the heads of this onr Engliſh nation: and 
thoſe are theſe: viz. 

1. Saint Paulus plague iu the rt yea, and one ot the hea⸗ 
uieſt. e this s when a man hath neuer a pennp in his pu rſſe, 
credit with his neighboꝛs, noꝛ a hole to hide his head in:alack, 
how many poꝛe people wil lye languiſhing of this dileaſeꝛ how 
many that haue bowling alleys, nap, how many that walk in 
the middle Ile of Paules in reaſonable good cloathes,will be 
ſtrucke with this plagne: it is harder to reckon them, then to 
reckon vp the virtues of a woman which are without end. 

2. Saint Chads plague is next, and that is, when a man 
that tranels hath a long toznep> a tired hozſe> and little mo- 
nep:this plague thꝛeatens many pooze Pozkeſhire Clyents, 
and(vnleſſe they keep it off with their hooks)ſome welchmen. 

3+ Saint Benets plague is the third, e that is, colde chears, 
hot woꝛds and a ſcoulding wife: many Coblets will be ſabiect 
to this diſeaſe, but not lic long fo2 it, kut every day be ot the 
mending hand, marry it is thought their wines will pꝛooue 
wo2le and wo2ſe, 

4. Saint Magnus plague is next, but not altogether ſs 
datingerous as the fo2mer,and that is, when a man is rich, en · 
iopes it but a while, and leaues a fole behinde him to ſpend it: 
It is doubted that ſome rich Citizens and others cannot e⸗ 
{cape this plagae. 

5. Saint [ rontons plague ſteps into the fift plate, and that 
is when a man is olde in yeres, vet a childe in diſcretion: when 
his wife is a dꝛunkard, and his daughter a wanton, and his 
ſeruant a pilferer:this plague is exp: ned to fall vpon bꝛokers, 
their bodies being ſubien to much infection, and their ednſcien- 
ces to coꝛtuption.

But in this years 1609. beaſts qhall nat bet 
loide deare but men, vea, men ſhall be bought and ſold like 
Oxen and Calues in Smithfield, and veung Gentlemen wal 
be eaten vp (fo2 daintie meate) as if theꝝ were pickled Stele, 
92 baked Troedcocks. 

Neither ſhall tde teeth of this famine teare out the guts of 
the oe Farmer alone,noz ſhallthe Country village cry out 
vpon 
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tpenthis miſery, but it hallenenfſtep infoLo:ds, Earls, 
and Gentlemens houſes, Jnſcmnch Þ Courtiets ſhal this vif- 
walreretceb vpon citizens e citizes on the cHtrary ſide lap a- 
beut them liketallftrenchermen to degenre the Covrtiers. 
the Clergte in this greedy gutted time ſhal haue thin checke 
foʒ cuet body ſhal Eerce oz rather buficece them, and count it 
beaueniy purchaſsto pull feathers from their backs.

ſhe ſought by all meanes to tonceale, and to bide many ſoꝛe 
pangs, vet at laſt ſhe was faine with a loud alarum to cry hier 
then they ſung, which theAbbeſſe hearing, ſtaid their Mattins 
and went to Barbadora, aſking her what ſhe ailde and what 
extreame diſeaſe paind her ſo. that ſhe made ſuch heauy ſhꝛi⸗ 
king: the gꝛeat bellyed Nun, half dead with paine, wold giue 
the Abbeſſeno anſwere but oh my belly,my belly, Frier Pe⸗ 
dro, Pedro, oh my belly: the oldmatron perhaps in her vouth 
had ben cured of the maides plague ) perceiued ſtraight where 
her ſhoe wꝛung her, and therefoze charged the Nuns to hold 
her back, and ſhe plaid ſo cüningly the Midwiues part, that 
Barbadora was deliuered of A pꝛetie Boy, which the Abbeſſe 
ſeeing, after ſhe knew that all danger was paſt, ſhe raged and 
railed againſt the pwze Nun, laying open not onely the gree⸗ 
uouſneſſe of the ſin, but alſo her owne diſcredit, and cheifly Þ 
blemiſh that ſhould redound to her, to the houſe, t all her fel- 
low Nuns, thꝛough her onlp⸗lightnes of her life:afterſhehad 
almott chaft her ſelfe out of bꝛeath, ſhe queſtioned who was 
the Father, and Barbadora in great contrifion of minde, told 
her how her holy Father Frier Pedro did it. The Abbeſſe 
ſwearing a moꝛtall reuenge againft the Frier loꝛ the lone ſhe 
bare to Barbadoras. Father Signior Ideaques Bartolos, & fo2 
the care ſhe had, leaſt if this fact were knowne, her Nunrie 
ſhold grow in open contempt,the began to ſalue the matter a 
mongſt the Runs: cãnot deny ſiſters quoth ſhe, but as your 
vob is holy. ſo the bꝛeach of virginity in this caſe deſerues no 
leſſe then hell fire c without repentance can haue no abſolute 
pardon, ſoꝛ the ſcape of a Nun is moꝛe then of another oꝛdina 
ry Moman, and fo2 that courſe onely vpon ſuſpition, I reno 
ned fine of your fellowes which J thought faultie pet fleth is 
fratle,4 womexzare weake veſſels ,cefpectally tempted by ſuch 
a ſubtil Serpent a Frier Pedro ie d Hereloꝛe the fault is 
the 
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the leſle, the moze willingly tobe ſhadowed, ſo that J charge 
you here to conceale the matter both foꝛ your own mine ho⸗ 
nour: and if any of vou all haue ben by hun perſwaded to the 
like folly, tell it to me now in ſecret, and J wil be as ſilent as 
your ſelues to ſalue and ſaue your honeſties. The Nuns hea⸗ 
ring this, all fourteene fell down on their knees befoze the Abs 
belle and cried out vpon frier Pedro(letcherou s Frier Pedro) 

and curſt him:the Abbeſſe ſuſpecting nothing of the whole 14, 

bad them beware not only othim foꝛ he ſhould no moze tome 

within their Dozto2) but of all others that hereafter ſhold be 

their Confeſſoꝛs. Alas Madam ( qd lulianaj it is to late, ſoꝛ we 

all 14. are with childe by him: marry God fo2bid (qv the Ab- 
beſſe) and bleſt her, what (ad ſhe) i? ataclap with chiide and 

only by one Frier Then J ſee well the diuell is grown de⸗ 

uout, when Friers deale their almes ſo franckly:but by ſwat 

S. Anne (ſaid ſhe) I will be reuenged on the Frier, and all the 

Couent ſhall pay ſwœtly foꝛ ingroſfing the market, and buy 

ing ſo much fleſh fo2 his owne dpet. 

So ſhe fel to moze ſtrickt examination of them, whether any 
moe friers came with him oꝛ no? and they conkeſt that he had 
pꝛocured euery one of them a loucr, t deliuered theix names, 
which ſhe taking note of, deferd not reuenge very long , left 
ſuſpition might be had, but thus cunningly ſought to acquite 
the wꝛongs p2ofered both to her ther houſe:ſhe ſent her ſtew⸗ 
ard abꝛoad to buy great pꝛouiſion ofvicuals, + then her olon 
ſelfe went to y Abbot, and deſired that her Confeſſoꝛ and 14. 
ofhis friends might take part of a feaſt which ſhe had pꝛoui⸗ 
ded:the Abbot granted, + the Friers gaue her great than kg. 
pꝛomiſed to come, ali laughing in their flceues that the? tho ld 
giue the faire uns and them leaue to haue oue merry ſupper 
together, ſingin ſecret they had ſo many nights lodging v 
them. The Abbeſſe went home ſmiling, and pꝛouided certain 
tall ſturdy knanes loꝛ y purpoſe, that mere tennents, and bes 
longing to the lands of the Nunry, ⁊ conu med them all neere 
bnto the backe plate ofthz Chappell, and had gwen them her 
minde out plainly, to deo with the 2 * #3 oe had decrerd: 
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and thereupon placed in that back rome fifteene great blocks 
all ſtanding one by another as oꝛderly as might be, 

Hauing thus fitted oll things to the purpoſe, ſhe put vp the 
Nunseuery one into their Cels , leſt they ſhould giue any 
mckling vnto the Fryers of her determination. At the hours 
appointed,theſe ſrolicke Fryers came clad in their conles with 
ſmoth faces, and diſſembling hearts, hauing great ſhew of 
pꝛapers in their eics,and hope of lecherie in their thoughts: 
but howſoeuer, the old Abbeſſe gaue them a mof courteous 
and.friendly welcome, telling them that the Nuns were all 
this day buſte cokes about the feaſt, onely her ſelfe was left 
fo giue entertainment: they gratulated her curteſtes, « ſhe 
led them all into a great Parloz, where ſhe cauſed the Ote- 
ward to bzing them in Mine: then the place being ſtrong, che 
went fo2th and called the ConfeCſo2 to her, and then leading 
him into the backe rome appointed foz the p 
knaues laid hold on him, and there ſtripying him inte his ſhirt 
they twke a great thze& fozked naile. and faſtened the Fryers 
Dowcets of dimiſſoꝛies faſt to the block, to the great paiue E 
amaſing of the Fryer. Well,howſseuer hee complained, hee 
could not get any anſwere of the AbbeCe, but that ſhee lar gt 
heartily: and thus by one and one ſhe vzew ont the Fryers, 
and nayled them faſt in their ſhirts to the blocks; then laying 
downe by enery one of them a ſharp knife ſhe began to make 
her D2ation thus. Gentle Father Pedro, and yon the reſt af 
the holy Fryers,yon know the ſmalleſt ſin craues ſome pen⸗ 
nance in the Lap people, then what doe great offences in Frys 
ers: he which knowes his Maſters will and doth it not. 
muſt be beaten with many ſtripes: ſo you that know letcherie 
was a deadly ſin, and had all by ſolemne oathes vowed cha- 
ſtitie, haue gotten all the Nuns of my hou with child. Ther⸗ 
foe I in charitie haue fo2 pour ſoules health appointed you 
this penn auce. At that wozd all the country fellowes ſet fire 
in the thatch, and the houſe began to burne:you ſee (quoth the) 
either burne to death,ozels hore ly kniues to free your ſelues, 
now if is at your. tne choice whe! er you wil burne 02 geld 

your 
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pour ſelues, and hereafter endeuour to keepe chaſtitie. 

The Fryers hearing this hard reſolution, began wit; hum⸗ 
ble lokes to intreat her, but in vaine ſhe made them all a low 
curtefie and went her waies. 

The Fryers in great yerpleritieſceing the houſe all on fire, 
and that they began to frie in theirſhirts,and the houſe ready 
to fall about their eares; Fryer Pedro learning fixſt to play þ 
man, toke the knife and whipt off his genitoꝛies, and away he 

runs towards the Abbey,and cuery frier fearing the fire, plaid 

the like part, and away they run bleeding, as faſt as their lens 

would carrie them:the ſtre grew great, and it was perteiued 

a farre off, ſo that Signior Idcaques Bartolos (Barbadoras a- 

ther) eſpied it, fearing his daughters miſhap, ran thither him- 

ſelfe. The Abbot being told the Nunry was on fire, made no 

little haſt foz feare ofhis Fryers, i an infinite of other people 

being deuoutly minded to the Nunry ran thither,andas they 

went, Signior Bartolos $4 the Abbot, met the Fryers running 

away in their ſhirts,which amaſing them, the Abbot ſaid what 

newes Frier Pedro? what, the Nunry a fire, and pou run a- 

way in your ſhirts, what meaneth this? know not, J know 

not ſir( ſaid he) wee were there late enough, the diuell burne 

bouſe, Abbeſſe, Nuns and all, and away trudged the Couent, 

euerp man to his lodging, and ſending ſpcedily to2 aſkilfull ſurs 

geon, the Abbot with the reſt of the to wneſ⸗men, and Signior 

Bartolos came thither and by that time the rofe was pulled 

dobwne, and all quencht, and they found the Abbeſſe ready to 
entertain them friendly. They wond ing at this, demanded 
how the fire tame, and what the reaſon was the Fryers ran a⸗ 
way in their ſhirts? The Abbeſle recounted viito them from 
point to point, what had hapned, and how fiftcenc of the Nuns 
were with childe vader the ſhadow of confeſſion. by thoſe « 
Fryers, e lhercfoze ſhe had ſought reuenge to cleare her ſelte 
of that cri:ne:s becauſe pour eies ſhall witnes what bitter pus 
ni ment x haue appointed them fo2 pennance, come all with 
me. a ſo the led them into the back rome, where ſhz ſhewed the 


the kniues, what the Fryers fo2 feare hyp left behind them 


At this they all fell inte a great lau_her,.e:cept Bam 
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commended the Abbeffe foz her reuenge x ſhe washonon- 
red though the citie:the Nuns baniſht their religeous Houſe, 
the Friers put out oftheſe Dozto2s:and the ſiue poꝛe Nuns 
that were thꝛuſt out without canſe)enfertained againe: and 
euer after;the Nunry was in great fame and credit. Now to 
a ſecond remedy, how to ſtop the mouthofa Uſurer,whenhis 
touetouſnes complaines of famine and cannot bee ſatiſfied,

1 N Rauenſpurge, in Germany, there dwelled a Jew that 
was a vſurer, who liued by y ſpoil ofhis purtoining faculty 
and reapt with eaſe what others had purchaſt with labo2:rich 
he was, and well monied, z ready to lend vpon any reaſona- 
ble aſſurance: but as he was ſweet to pleaſure at the firſt, ſo at 
the laſt, whoſoener taſted ol his fauours, found them bees w 
ſtings, and faire panthers with deuouring panches, that al his 
curtefies were but fowlers gins to bing a bird to the ſnare, 
and then to pꝛep vpon them like Crocodiles aliue:foꝛ this mis 
ſerable Jew was plyant to the ſuite of any man, that bꝛought 
him either ſufficict ſuerty 02 pawn:but ifhe bꝛoke one minut 
of his appointed houre he tone the foꝛfeits W all extremitie. 
Oathering thus infinit treaſurs into his hands, he grew by 
this extoꝛting qualitie to be one of the richeſt men in Rauenſ⸗ 
purgc:yet though his wealth was great, r he in debt to none, 
his belly ſued an action of treſpaſſe (damage ſiue hundꝛeth 
pounds) againſt hun, as being indebted to it, in ſo much foꝛ hũ 
gry meales, and hard chtere that her had paſt ouer in his lile⸗ 
time. foꝛ he was not only ſpare in his diet, but miſerable, grã⸗ 
ting humſclfe oftentimes no other then water to quench his 
thirff, and feeding vpon nothing but the moſt refuſe meate in 
the ſhambles to ſatiſfic his hunger. This Jew called loachim 
Gorion, thus flouriſhed and tokehis onely felititie in ſceding 
his eyes with the ſight of i itnite treaſure, not reſpecting the 
rune ot many potmen, ſo he by their miſeries might inrich 
! | hüm⸗ 
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himſelfe. Wherenpon he grewin open confempt, and hatred 
of all the people, but as the For the moꝛe he is turſt, the better 
he fareth, ſo loachim the moze the paze extlaimed againſt 
him, the moꝛe His p2ofits and renenowes came in. 

At laſt it fozfuned that a Farmer bozdering niere vnto Ra- 
uenſpurge, being called Hans Van Limericke, hauing a ſum ot 
money to pay,o2 elſe to loſe cerfaine commodities fiue times 
woꝛth the value, not knowing how to furniſh himſelle with ſo 
much copne, and finding friends flacke in time ol neceſſity, at 
length called to minde this wꝛetched Uſurer Gorian , und 
though he knew him to be a man of no tonſciente, yet aſſuring 
bimſelfs how he was able to pay his money that he bozrowed 
againe at the dap, was the better enconraged to deale with 
him, fo that coueting rather to bzoke an inconnenience , 
then ſaffer a miſchiefe, hee went to the honſeof Ioachim, e 
bꝛoke the matter vntohim:the Jew neuer denied but friendly 
pꝛomiſed him ts lend him ſo much ſo he might haue ſufficient 
aſurance fo2 his money. Hans hearing this, was glad, and faty 
he ment to lay him his farme and all his Lands in moꝛgage, 
à letter of deferſance recogniſed,that all the land ſhould be his, 
if either he bꝛoke the dap 02 houre. The touetous Jewe was 
content, ſo that taking a deede of guiſt with a pꝛouiſo ot him, 
he tendered downe the money, and fo fitted and ſupplied the 
Farmers pꝛeſent want, who went home merily, e diſpatched 
ſuch Cred:to2s as he was vpon that day to diſcharge. The 
Jewe knowing the Farme to be ap2ety plot, well ſcituated 
and the times woꝛth the money, witht Limerick dead, that 
he might frely enter poſſeſſion ot his gods and lands, but it 
fell out contrary to his defire and exped ation, fo: the Farmer 
carefull of his day, becauſe, he knew the hard conſctence of the 
Uſurer, ſtraind himſelfe and his friends and pꝛouided themo- 
ney, and at the time appointed came and b2ought it to Gort- 
ons hou'e : now the money was to be paid betwerne tio and 
thze in the after none, which Hans knowing, was there halfe 
an houre after two to deliner his money: The Aſuret hearing 
that he was came,was greatly . es that geber touch 
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brenn there ſoꝛe thought 8 — him with flat pos 
couſinage, which he performed thus. 

The Uſurer had aclocke in his houſe, which went with ſuch 
vices and gimmals, that by letting downe a pullie, he could 
make it ſtrike what a cloke himſelfe would: ſo that ſending 
downe wozd to him thathe would come by and by, bee went 
himſelſe and ſtraind the pully, and the clocke p2eſently ſtruke 
th:&: whereupon the Jewe came downe, and demanded 4 
Lunericke What he would haue? Marrie fir (quoth he) 3 
haue bꝛought you home the mony J boꝛrowed of you, with p 
appoynted loane, and a thouſand thanks, beſides: pꝛomiſing 
fo; this ſauour euer to eeſt pours whilſt J liue. My money 
Hans? (qd. he) why doſt not know the effects of p recogniſance? 
I p2ay the at what hourgg was the money to be paide? be⸗ 
twerne two and the (quotfTimerickd) why ſo then it is 
now paſt th2c, and therefoze Ile none of: the mony, buf and 
to the fozfeite of the bands that are loff to me by moꝛgage: at 
this the pw2e farmer was ſome thing amazed, yet thinking 
the Jew had but ieſted he ſmild, and began to turne the mos 
ney on the bo2d, to tender it: but loachim tolde him flat that 
ge was in earneſt, and would none of the money: why Sir 

(quoth Hans) though pour clocke hath ſtrucken th:e, by o⸗ 
ther clockes it is little paſt two, and therefoꝛe J hope you will 
not ſo vniuſtly ſtand vpon the aduantage: the Uſurer anſwe⸗ 
red hüm that his clocke went right and he would take none: v- 
pon which they fell at great debate, till at laſt other clockes in 
the fowne ſtrucke thꝛer alſo, which when the Jew heard, he 
was glad, and bad him if he could count what it was a clocke, 
to he bꝛiefe, he would not receiue a penny, but ſtode to the ex⸗ 
tremitp of the moꝛgage. 

The poꝛe Farmer grieuorſly perplexed, intreated him 
with teares oviecting that if it were ſo, a minutes bꝛeach was 
not much: but iu vaine all his perſwaſions were bateleſle 
bzeathed into the ayre, foꝛ the Jew that had his hart as ſlinty 
as Adament, ſeit no remoꝛſe, but went into his cloſet, and left 
pe Limerickc with his complaints, who ſozrowfully going 
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home fo his wife, bew2aide the matter vnto her, who part® 
king her husbands griefe with equall diſcontent, perſwaved 
him to patience, and told him hee had no better remedy then ts 
make his complaint fo the Signoꝛie and rulers of the Cittie, 
which he did, and cald the Jew at a Law day be2e the iudge, 
and there reuaeled his caſe at large, fo2 might ouer⸗ comming 
right, and money peruerting the truth, he went home with a 
flea in his eare, vtterly vndone and beggered, and the Uſurer 
merily tryumphing in the verdite of his reuenues. 

This paſt on a pere 62 two, till at laſt pooze Hans grew to 
that extreaune want, that hee had neither money, credit, no2 
houſe to put his head in, which fo vexed him, that at length 
he grew weary of his life: fo: being falne from a man of ſome 
account to great contempt by his pouertie, he wared into a 
kinde of deſpairing lunacie, and had oftentimes in his melan⸗ 
cholly humoꝛ flaine himſelfe, had not his wife pꝛeuented hun 
by her carefull diligence. - 

While thus Limerickeliued in beggers eſtate with his wife 
and thzee ſmall childꝛen, this Jew (this [oachim) this wzets 
ched Nſurer, as he fryumphed in his wealth, was one day 
ſuddenly ſtricked with ſicknefſe that he went to his bed, and 
there lay till he grew queſie at the heart, and then hee ſent foz 
phiſitians whom he greaſed with golde, and bad them ſpare 
fo2 no coſt, ſo he might recouer his foꝛmer health: they applyed 
Potions, Eleduaries, Gliſters, Purgations, and Pilles, but 
in vaine. Contra vim mortis, non eſt medicamen in horas. 

They could finde out no Simple, Nearbe, Stone noꝛ Mine 
rall, Mugge no: compound fo comfo2table , that any way 
might mittigate his diſeaſe, ſo that growing paſt helpe 
of man, the Phiſifianslefthim, and certaine deuout men of 
the townecame to perſwade him to God, ſeeing he: was no 
man of this world, wiſhing him to enter with deepe infight 
into his owne minde, and to ſearch his conſcience fo2 many 
wꝛongs and extoꝛting iniuries hee had offered to pooꝛe men, 
ſetting befo2e his eyes the papnes of Yell due to Enners, 
as condignepuniſhment. Ioachim hearing all, a long 25 
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time with patience anſwered not a woꝛd, but onely deſired the 
to depart, 4 ta trouble him no moꝛe ſoꝛ a while: which they did, 
and he turning himſelfe, lay two oz thꝛæ houres in a trance 
conſidering and repeating in his minde, the infinite wꝛongs 
and palpable iniuries he had offered the poꝛe, the widdow and 
katherleſſe which ſtriking a remoꝛſe into his conſctence,ſeeing 
he muff die, and meaſuring his finnes with the iuſtice of God, 
and hauing no grace to thinke vpon his mercie, hee ſtarted up, 
and with his eyes ffaring,cryed vnto his man and ſayd, oh the 
Plague, the plague, the plagne is here my gen, the plague: his 
man thinking he hadraude fo2 want of fleep,defired him to be 
patient, and to le aue off thoſe franticke exclamations. Oh thou 
of my tribe (ad. he) Jam in mp right minde, the plague is here 
euen in my conſcience, in my in ward ſoule, J am woꝛſe then 
Cain oz ludas: J haue murdered moꝛe then they two by er- 
to2tion, t therefoꝛe J tannot be ſaned: the plague is in my con⸗ 
ſcience, my Ben, the plague: his man (although hee hated his 
maiſter) e wiſht him at the Diuel yet to blind the wozld with 
the opinion of a dutifull ſeruant, he pꝛeſently ran fo2 the chiefe 
Burgamaſters of the towne,who comming haſtilp to comfoꝛt 
and counſell him, found him iu this diſpairing humour, and 
could by no means dꝛaw him to any hope of grace:wherevpon 
they left him as he lined,+ ſo gaue him ouer to die, he cõtinuing 
fillin this melancholly deſpatre. While thus he languiſhed in 
this mad move, Hans and his family harbozed in pooꝛe eſtate 
in the Citty, and hearing of this extreme ſickneſſe of the Jew,, 
was glad that God had ſo ſharply auenged him of his enemy; 
but yet this miſhap bꝛed him ſmall helpe; wherevpon deſirous 
to die, he went and at an Apothecaries ſhop bought him a moꝛ⸗ 
tall confection, which he purpoſed to take to rid him from his 
pꝛeſent miſerie. 

Mauing kept it a long while in a UNioll, at laſt he ſat in a great 
ſtudie vpon his pꝛeſent hard foꝛtunes, and houering betwens 
grace 4 diſpaire, at laſt he reſolued to go try now what this Us 
luret would doe. happily (ſaid he fo himſelfe) his ſicknes hath 

Altered his conſcience, and his minde is better now toucht 
with 
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with the doubt of death, then when befoze hce hadno other 
thoughts but vpon lice, ſo that J will make experiente if ber 
will compaſſionate my miſerie, and make ſome reſtitution of 
that which ſo wzongfully hee detaineth from mee. In this 
minde the poꝛe man went to Gorions houſe, and knocking at 
the doe, he found none there but psze Beniamin, who was 
almoſt wearte of his life, with the extreame tranell that hee 
had with his lumticke Jewiſh Maſter, and he pwze ſoule be- 
gan to turne Chʒiſtian, and to pittie the Farmer, and wilht 
him to come in. 

Jt may be (ſaith he) grace yet will be ſent fo him, and the 
touch of his exhoztion will turne his conſcience,therfoze come 
vnto him, and ſpeake face to face with him: The Farmer glad 
of this, came into the chamber and ſaluted him in moſt hum⸗ 
ble manner. Whois that (oh Ben) ſaies the Jew,that ſalutes 
me ? It is fir (quoth he) the pe farmer whoſe lands you en- 
fred vpon by a fozfeit of mo2gace.At that as well as he could, 
he raiſed himſelfe vp in his bed, and cryed out, Willaine take 
hed, he comes to rob me,beware of him, lake to my Coffers, 
to my gold, tomy wꝛitings: where are my keyes? Sir (ſaith 
Beniamen) they be about your necke : foz in his molt extremi⸗ 
tie, no, not till his lateſt gaſpe would hee part from them, ſo 
that in a touetous lunacie he gropt fo2 them, held them faſt, 
andcryedout the Plagus, the Plagne, oh Yell, Vell, the De⸗ 
uill, the de uill. 

So his man Ben perſwaded him to be quiet, and to remem⸗ 
ber the poꝛe man: the poꝛe man, J marry Ben. well ſaid (qd. 
the Jew) where is he? J will giue him his land againe J twke 
from him wꝛongfullp, and then he twp ſtaring him in the face: 
hee will not line long ſaith his man, ſtay you with him and 
talke with him, till J goe out and call ſome neighbours to be 
with me. 

The Farmer was content, 1 ſo Beniamen went aut and leſt 
them two together: as ſone as he was gone, the pooze man 
began to inffrue him ts God. ward, and ſeeing he was ready 
to die, to make reffitution of wp” {Pu 02 Lands as her 
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withheld from any man by extoꝛtion. 

At this the Jewe lokt on him bery ghaſtly, and ſpyed the 
A: all that Þ poze man helde in his hand vnder his cloak: with 
that, in a rage hee cryed out, what haſt thon there in the glaſſe: 
philicke to cole my conſcience that burnes like Pell hath the 
diuell ſent to heale me, 

The Farmer ſecing this deſperate Jewe voyde of all grace 
and giuen ouer by God into a rep2obateſence , anſwered him 
b:iefly, he hath ſent me to the, t vild Uſurer, J haue bꝛought 
thee Phiſicke from the Deuill to helpe thee, Dh welcome, wel⸗ 
come ſayes the Jew, what is in it? what is in ite Pary ſaith 
the Farmer, there is in it theſe ſimples following. 

Heere are the teares of poꝛe men diffilled from their eyes 
thꝛough the anguiſh of thy extoꝛtion, and they are made luke⸗ 
warme with the ſcalding fighes that thzobs from their ſoꝛrow⸗ 
fall hearts, tempered with the curſes of Middowes and ©2- 
phanes,whom thon half bꝛought to beggery: theſe boyld with 
the fire of Gods w2ath, and put vp by the Deuil into a violl ol 
deſpaire, f pꝛepared fo2 thee fo dꝛinke, that after thou haſt take 
this potion, thon mapeſt goe to the deuiſt without repentance. 

Then giue it me (quoth he) and ſo he ſnatcht the viall of poi⸗ 
fon out of the pw2e mans hand, and dꝛunke it off: the confeſli⸗ 
ſon being ſtrong began to ſaffocate his ſences, that he lay fill: 
perce:ning that he could not liue long, thought now, ſeeing no 
body was there, fo pꝛouide foꝛ himſelfe : conuep any cheſts he 
could not:ſteale any gods he might not. foꝛ he had no oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie, and therefoze God putting it into his minde, hee tooke 
penne and paper, and wꝛit a fcedule to this effect.

loachim Gorion being whole of minde, though ſicke in bo⸗ 
dy. toucht with re moꝛſe of conſrience fo2 the manifeff wꝛongs 
that J haue pꝛoffered to infinit poze men, Widdowes, and 
Fatherleſſe childꝛen, hoping that the mertie of God is moze 
they 
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then my ſins, do oꝛdaine Hans van Limericke my lawfull heit 
and Crecutoz, as aman whome aboue all haue moft wꝛon⸗ 
ged, conditionally that he reward my man Beniamin, foz his 
faithfull ſeruice: and foz the ſurpluſace, let it be to him and to 
his heirss fo2 euer, of all my gods, lands, Cattles and moues 
ables: and that this is my laſt will and teſtament, J haue 
thereto (et my ſeale at armes. 

Hans Limericke hauing thus cunningly wzitten it, and be⸗ 
ing a god penman, ſo excellently well counterieited his hand 
that it might not eafily be diſcerned but the Jew himſelfe had 
waitten it: ſo pulling his ſeale off from his finger, he ſcaled it. 
and then wꝛapping it vp, put it in a purſe that hung about the 
Jewes necke, fo2 loachim was already ſenteleſſe, and lay ſta⸗ 
ring. but the poiſon had ſo ſuffocated his pipes, that he could 
not ſpeake. | 

By that came Beniamin with two oz thzee pe men and 
Moien to watch with him, whereupon the Farmer toke his 
leaue: and his man aſked hun what newes: J can get no other 
anſivere of him than this, that when he is dead J ſhall heare 
what he will doe. At that the Jew lokt Ben in the face, and 
as well as he could, pointed to Hans, meaning how he had poi⸗ 
ſoned him, but they toke it that he meant ſome god ſhould be 
done bnto Hans. 

Aſter his death, as ſoone as he was gone, the poiſon came to 
the laſt exigent, and the pangs of death dꝛewe on, and they all 
perceived that there was no hope of life, which ſozted acco2- 
ding to their expectations, foꝛ within one halfe houre after, the 
Jeb died. 

As ſone ag Beniamin ſaw him dead hee ſhed teares, mo2e 
oz faſhion then foz loue: and hauing like a wiſe Coke lickt 
A glune fingers, that he neede no further legacy to ſhadowe 
a tter, ſent one ſtraight to ſignifie the matter vnto the 
Lu..nafters, that loachim the Jew was dead, aud ſeing 
that he had neither made will, noꝛ pet had any kindzed that 
might claime it as his heire, it were belt foz them toloke foz 
the diſpoſing of his goods. 
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The Burgamaſters comming thither, with a generall ton⸗ 
ſent, began to ſuruay euery cheſt in the houfe, and to ſearch 
each coꝛner putting all into an inuentoꝛie that they found, w 
baing ſainmed together, xedounded to an infinit wealth, be⸗

N the Country of Devonſlure,notf farre from Exceter there 

dwelled a Rope⸗ maker whoſe name J conceale :this Rope- 
maker ( whom J will call Richard .) was about the age of 
ſome fo2ty ypares, and he was a parlous ſoure fellow, ill loued 
of his neighbours, becauſe he ſo vnkindly liked of his wines : 
fo2 this iolly companion had bin maried to thꝛee wines in ten 
peeres, and had vſed them all ſo hardly, that he killed them all 
with kindnes. 
This bꝛought him in ſuch hatred amongſt all his neighbo2s, 
that 
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that though he wete a man ol very goed wealth, end beßdes 
bis occupation, landed: yet thepoozeft e baſeſt wench inthe 
whole countrpe, did diſdaineſo match herfelf with ſuch a ltan⸗ 
ticke husband, ſo that being a widdower, her had no hope ener 
to match himſelle again, where he was knowne, and there- 
koze apparelling himſelfe hanſomely, and putting Coze cf 
crownes in his purſe, de went into Sommerſeiſhire hatt by 
Tanton, and there was a ſutoz to a widyowes daughter that 
was a good p;opper matde and welifanoured, but ot no great 
wealth, 4 therfoze the eaſter tobe wood , 4 wen of a ſtranger. 
This rope-maker being a good pzopper man, and ot a comes 
ly perſonage,became a ſutoꝛ to this maide, whoſe name was 
Max y, a wench of a good bone anda luſty compiexion, much 
like fo Lancaſhirebzeed, the maiden entring infoconſ@erati- 
on ol her motherseffate , and her owne pouextie, andſeeing 
ſhe had few ſuters, becanſe the hope of her do mate was but 
\mall;lifned the rat her to Richards motion, who beeing of a 
ſmoothe tongue, and could ſet out himſelle well in falke,asthe 
Tiger when he meanes to pzey,then euerhideth his ctatoe 8, 
and were the F002d runnes ſmootheſt, there is it detpell:ia 
as the olde p;ouerbe is, the ſtill owe eates vp all the date: 
and he could vie ſuch ciuill behamour,frickt out with ſuch e · 
loguence and gloꝛious tearwee, that in ſhozt time hee wenns 
the wench and married her, and after hee had remained a 
werke 02 two at home with her Potherhe tooke hisleave tg 
carrie her hame to his owne houſe: although there was ſome 
ſo:row at parting betweene the Þother and Daughter, vet 
becauſe ſhe loued Richard well ſhee tocke it patiently. and be- 
ing hon mdone⸗ he ſeemed ſo chary ouet her. that it griened 
him the winde ſhould blowe on her : well, home they went. 
and when ſhe came where he dwelt, ſhe found a hauſe wel fto+ 
red with all things neceCary,but ſhe wondered as thecufioms 
was in their country, that none ofhis neighboꝛs did cams ts 
welcome him to the totune: well, this paſt on till Samay;

It chancey 
one wile fin ongſt thereft, whoſe ſiſter this Repe · maker had 
marie and kils with kindenes, did long till ſheſpa ke with 
Richards wife, that ſhee might make her pꝛiuꝝ vnto her puſ⸗ 
bands /vntoward qualitics: $tarrying a great while to ſpeaks 
with her, at laſt finding opoꝛtunitie, diſcourſed vnto her how 
het huſhand hat bin marryed vnto three wines, and how cru 
elly he had dealt with them all, abuſing them ſo that they tcoke 
ſuch griet, that foz verie ſozrowe they all dyed, telling her frem 
int to peint a number of his ill conditions, which al⸗ 
though they wente colde lo her heart, vet cheareſully made 
the Woman anſwere, that what her husband had dons 
beſo2e, it little touchther: the woman heating Richards 
wifeſpcake ſo modefily, and in the defence of her hus band, 
euly pzayed God ſhe might finde it ſo in the end, and (ofriend- 
ly they parted.
